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All persons are by nature free and independent , and have certain natural and unalienable rights, among which 
are those of enjoying and defending life and liberty, of acquiring, possessing, and protecting property, and of 
pursuing and obtaining safety and happiness.

A Critique of the Militia 

Ed.: though this article was 
written prior to 911 its observations 
are worth considering. 

I would like to take this 
opportunity to share my general 
observation on the state of the 
militia as I have had the chance to 
observe it over the past six years or 
so. I am afraid that you will find 
much in this report that is personally 
insulting or distasteful, but it is not 
meant to be so. 

Over and over again, I hear 
laments about how things aren't 
working out and how another good 
idea seems to have just bitten the 
dust and it's time to pack up and 
move on to the next new thing. As a 
result the same mistakes get made 
continuously. The cycle is never 
going to be broken until we are all 
willing to take an honest look at 
what we are doing, who we are 
doing it with, and how we hope to 
achieve whatever it is we are 
attempting to accomplish. This 
requires ruthless and thorough 
criticism since it is quite obvious to 
every observer that nothing is 
getting done. Why is that? Let's find 
out and move on. 

Most militias espouse some 
preference for clandestine 
operations but do nothing realistic 
to perfect their techniques. I call 
this the "Charlie Effect", in that these 
people think they can refight the 
Vietnam War on American soil and 
they get to play the part of the 
victorious Mr. Charles. 

With this logic, you might 
suppose that the militias would be 
widely conversant with the extensive 
literature written on guerrilla 
operations but you would be wrong. 


In particular, Bernard Norling of the 
University of Kentucky has been 
cranking out a whole series of 
volumes on the operations of 
American guerrilla units operating 
on American territory (Philippine 
Islands) against a cruel totalitarian 
conqueror (J a P an ) bent on 
establishing a New World Order (the 
Greater East Asia Co- Prosperity 
Sphere). 

The average militia leader is 
a thousand times more likely to 
know the name of the host of Wheel 
of Fortune than the names of 
courageous and innovative American 
freedom fighters such as Ray Hunt, 
Edwin Ramsey, lliff David 
Richardson, Robert Lapham, Russell 
Volckmann or Wendell Fertig (with a 
guerrilla army of 33,000 volunteers 
built from scratch in two years 
following the defeat and surrender 
of all formal military forces in the 
islands) much less have any 
familiarity with their amazing and 
instructive exploits. 

Those who find reading a 
chore can order the Hollywood 
movie "American Guerrilla In The 
Phillipines" and still gain some 
insight, though not as much to be 
found in the excellent book of the 
same name. 

If the motto of the Marine 
Corps is "Semper Fidel is", the motto 
of the militia must surely be "I have 
no desire to learn from history or 
from the mistakes of myself or 
others". I would say that the 
modern militias mostly date from 
around 1993 or 1994 and yet they 
continue to fall into the same errors 
and traps year after depressing year. 

The militia movement 
continues to firmly clasp lunatics 


and weirdos to its bosom. Shut 
these morons off. 

For an army so amply 
supplied with colonels, you would 
expect to see some genuine effort to 
round out their civilian backgrounds 
with the trappings of a professional 
military education but no dice on 
that one either. 

The Army Officer's Guide 
has been published annually for the 
last fifty years and is filled with 
current military procedures, 
recommended reading and videos, 
and valuable intelligence on the 
location of military bases worldwide 
and the units assigned to them. 
Since a lot of you feel that the US 
military will eventually be used 
against you, it would be a good idea 
to find out what they think and how 
they actually operate—especially 
since the US Army is considered to 
be the gold standard of modern 
professional forces 

The Combat Leader's Field 
Guide offers an excellent and 
concise parsing of many basic 
military field manuals into a single 
volume of practical and essential 
knowledge for small unit operations. 

Service journals offer insight 
into evolving military organization, 
equipment, and tactical innovations. 
The weekly Army Times and the 
monthly Naval Institute Proceedings 
are my two favorites. 

For those of you unfamiliar 
with the concept of a TEWT (or, 
Tactical Exercise Without Troops), I 
can highly recommend the books of 
Major John F. Antal. 

Here's a brief excerpt drawn 
at random from his book Infantry 
Combat subtitled 'The Rifle Platoon- 








- an interactive exercise in small- 
unit tactics and leadership": 

"Lt. Davis heard the rat- a- 
tat-tat of an M60 machine gun 
sputtering from the platoon's rear. 
Gerber -- he's still at it! Davis 
thought. Hang on soldier! I've got 
the horde coming my way. 

"Sergeant Tyler at OP North 
reported, 'I see another column 
heading east. I can't tell if it will 
follow the lead column. There's too 
much smoke and dust now. Request 
permission to pull back!' It was time 
to make a decision. Davis took the 
mike from Cowper's hand. 

"If Davis orders Sergeant 
Tyler to withdraw, go to Section 57. 

"If Davis decides to order 
Sergeant Tyler to stay, go to Section 
59." 

You will learn more from 
one session with this book and the 
many trips you will be taking to 
Section 62 than you have ever 
managed to absorb in 5 years of 
paintball and militia field exercises. 

I guarantee it. 

Another fine resource is the 
Microsoft "Close Combat" series of 
computer games, as are virtually all 
of the older board- style wargames. 

Be sure to take the 
opportunity to view actual large- 
scale battlefields. On my last trip to 
Kentucky, I saw some of the "real 
thing" at Fort Donelson and Shiloh 
National Military Parks in Tennessee. 

Shiloh was particularly 
instructive. The park itself was filled 
primarily with professional military 
officers, patiently walking the terrain 
and comparing the impressions they 
have gained from reading about the 
battle with some actual hands-on 
experience. 

Those of you familiar with 
Shiloh are aware of the controversy 
surrounding Beauregard's decision 
to call off the late-afternoon assault 
on the first day of the battle. 
Standing on Grant's final line, with 
the artillery in view and markers all 
around you to show the assembly 
positions of fresh regiments massed 
in support, you would have no doubt 
as to what a massacre was avoided 
by his decision. Malvern Hill would 
have looked like a pie fight in 
comparison. 

No militia officer should 
ever pass up the chance to stand 
upon actual ground and view the 
consequences of actual decisions. 
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In particular, he will gain a vastly 
increased understanding of the 
value of even the slightest terrain 
feature. 

Militia operations, or 
potential militia operations, suffer 
from the most completely crippled 
logistical tail in the history of 
organized warfare. I can't imagine 
how the militias expect to maintain 
troops in the field for more than a 
few days at most. On the one hand, 
they fancy themselves to be the 
defenders of the oppressed people 
of the United States. On the other 
hand, they have no way of feeding 
themselves except by forcible 
requisition from the population-- an 
act of oppresion which will swiftly 
lose them all accumulated goodwill. 

The militia's general 
ignorance of modern day weapons 
and tactics is combined with the 
historic militia handicap of being 
basically incapable of operating as a 
maneuver element in war which 
leaves them no realistic mission 
except the static holding of 
unbankable terrain, which is in short 
supply everywhere. 

Furthermore they are 
completely helpless against artillery, 
aerial bombardment, armor, night 
attack and vertical envelopment. 
Their lack of a functioning supply 
system eventually reduces them to a 
nomadic pursuit of food which will 
expose them to destruction outside 
of a static or fortified position which 
is their only hope of inflicting 
significant casualties on an attacker. 

Their primitive medical and 
commissary arrangements will inflict 
more casualties on their forces than 
enemy bullets and they will suffer 
from rapid force depletions due to 
desertion. 

The families of those 
members serving in the field are not 
going to be eligible for foodstamps 
or able to keep working their civilian 
jobs while hubby goes out to fight 
for freedom. They will be hostages, 
the sicker and more starved they are 
the better, used to encourage their 
men to surrender and save their own 
families from ruin at the expense of 
their country's need. 

If that's the world you want, 
or if that's the world you think is 
going to happen, then you'd better 
stop playing toy soldiers and get 
busy. If you'd like to avoid such a 
catastrophe being visited on the 


people of the United States (and 
that's supposed to be your job in the 
militia, isn't it?) then you'd better 
stop playing toy soldiers and get 
busy. 

Sorry to have been so hard 
on everybody and I hope that none 
of you will take this venting 
personally but I am really quite tired 
of hearing about how nothing is 
getting done and we can't imagine 
that we're not doing things right 
because this is the way we've always 
done them and just because it has 
never worked before doesn't mean 
that it's never going to work ever. 

Rights and Immunities 

"We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights, that among these 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." - Declaration of 
Independence 

The word "Rights" seems to 
get confused with "Bill of Rights" 
which are not "Rights" but 
Immunities, or restrictions placed 
upon the State. 

Professor Pollack, (27 Ohio 
State Law Journal 567) points out 
that indiscriminate use of the term 
"rights" to describe an immunity, or 
privilege, has fostered confusion in 
the law. Our constitutional 
government was originally framed 
on a system of limited powers, 
reserving rights to individuals. 

However, says Pollack: "what 
were reserved in this context were 
not actually rights but immunities, 
restraints on government." 

"Natural rights" are those 
rights which appertain originally and 
essentially to each person as a 
human being and are inherent in his 
nature, as contrasted to civil rights, 
which are given -- defined and 
circumscribed by such positive laws, 
enacted by civilized communities, as 
are necessary to the maintenance of 
organized government." ( Byers v 
Sun Savings Bank, 41 Okla. 728, 
139 P. 948, 52 L.R.A., N.S., 320) 

"Civil Rights" are basically 
laws that give economic and legal 
recourse to an individual or group 
which in turn can force another 
individual or group to do "X". Take 
'The Americans with Disabilities Act 
of 1990". Before this was enacted 
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In the beginning of change the patriot is a scarce man, brave, hated and scorned. When his cause succeeds, 
however, the timid join him, for then it costs nothing to be a patriot.

businesses had a choice to install 
wheelchair ramps based upon their 
own interests. But that changed 
with the passage of the Act. 
Looking at the Constitution one will 
not find people with disabilities 
guarantied environments that takes 
into account their limiting abilities. 

The beginnings of "Civil 
Rights" laws are directly linked to 
Lincoln and the adoption of the 13th 
& 14th Amendments of the 
Constitution. (Many question their 
legitimacy.) Some of these 14 th 
amendment laws back up the 
Constitution. For instance most of 
the 5 th amendment protections have 
been extended to defendants in 
state courts. But most are based in 
Commerce to create social change. 
Just follow the money. After every 
change or additions to the "Civil 
Rights" laws you can be assured of a 
flood of new lawsuits. 

The Civil Rights Act of 1991 
is "An Act: To amend the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, to strengthen and 
improve Federal civil rights laws, to 
provide for damages in cases of 
intentional employment 

discrimination, to clarify provisions 
regarding disparate impact actions, 
and for other purposes." 

Notice the word "damages" 
it means somebody is going to pay 
money. It might not be given to an 
individual but money will be forced 
from the guilty party. 

"Civil rights" within anti- 
discrimination statutes are economic 
rights, functioning as legally 
enforceable claims which are 
structured in legislation." (Sowers v. 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission) 

This country was set up with 
a system of governmental powers 
limited by our unalienable rights as 
Individual Free Men. It has now 
moved into the realm of Group 
Rights, Special Interests etc. forced 
by the State...at the expense of the 
Individual Free Man. 

'California SSR"Gun Laws 

Effective Jan. 1, 2002, no 
firearms may be sold, transferred or 
manufactured within California 
unless accompanied by a 
Department of Justice-approved 
firearms safety device, or unless the 
purchaser demonstrates ownership 
of a gun safe. In addition, the device 
and/or the gun safe must meet 
Department of Justice specifications.

USA PATRIOT Act Comes 
under Fire

Nadine Strossen, president 
of the ACLU and professor of law at 
New York University, disagrees with 
several USA PATRIOT Act provisions 
not only because they appear to her 
to be unconstitutional but also 
because the sweeping changes it 
codifies have little or nothing to do 
with fighting terrorism. 

'There is no connection," 
insists Strossen, "between the Sept. 
11 attacks and what is in this 
legislation. Most of the provisions 
relate not just to terrorist crimes but 
to criminal activity generally. This 
happened, too, with the 1996 
antiterrorism legislation where most 
of the surveillance laws have been 
used for drug enforcement, 
gambling and prostitution." 

"I like to refer to this 

legislation," continues Strossen, "as 
the 'so-called antiterrorism law,' 
because on its face the provisions 
are written to deal with any crime, 
and the definition of terrorism under 
the new law is so severely broad that 
it applies far beyond what most 
people think of as terrorism." 

A similar propensity of 

governments to slide down the 
slippery slope recently was reported 
in England by The Guardian 

newspaper. Under a law passed last 

year by the British Parliament, 
investigators can get information 
from Internet-service providers 
about their subscribers without a 
warrant. Supposedly an antiterrorist 
measure, the British law will be 
applied to minor crimes, tax 
collection and public-health 
purposes. 

USA PATRIOT Act Section 
802 defines domestic terrorism as 
engaging in "activity that involves 
acts dangerous to human life that 
violate the laws of the United States 
or any state and appear to be 
intended: 

(i) to intimidate or coerce a 
civilian population; 

(ii) to influence the policy of 
a government by intimidation or 
coercion; or 

(iii) to affect the conduct of 
a government by mass destruction, 
assassination or kidnapping." 

Section 203 (Authority to 
Share Criminal Investigative 
Information) allows information 
gathered in criminal proceedings to 


be shared with intelligence agencies, 
including but not limited to the CIA 
— in effect, say critics, creating a 
political secret police. No court 
order is necessary for law 
enforcement to provide untested 
information gleaned from otherwise 
secret grand-jury proceedings, and 
the information is not limited to the 
person being investigated. 

Furthermore, this section 
allows law enforcement to share 
intercepted telephone and Internet 
conversations with intelligence 
agencies. No court order is 
necessary to authorize the sharing 
of this information, and the CIA is 
not prohibited from giving this 
information to foreign-intelligence 
operations — in effect, say critics, 
creating an international political 
secret police. 

According to Strossen, 'The 
concern here is about the third 
branch of government. One of the 
overarching problems that pervades 
so many of these provisions is 
reduction of the role of judicial 
oversight. The executive branch is 
running roughshod over both of the 
other branches of government. 

"I find it very bothersome 
that the government is going to 
have more widespread access to e- 
mail and Websites and that 
information can be shared with 
other law-enforcement and even 
intelligence agencies. So, again, 
we're going to have the CIA in the 
business of spying on Americans — 
something that certainly hasn't gone 
on since the 1970s." 

Strossen is referring to the 
illegal investigations of thousands of 
Americans under Operation CHAOS, 
spying carried out by the CIA and 
National Security Agency against 
U.S. activists and opponents of the 
war in Southeast Asia. 

Nor do the invasion-of- 
privacy provisions of the new law 
end with law enforcement illegally 
searching homes and offices, say 
critics. Under Section 216 of the USA 
PATRIOT Act (Modification of 
Authorities Relating to Use of Pen 
Registers and Trap and Trace 
Devices), investigators freely can 
obtain access to "dialing, routing 
and signaling information." While 
the bill provides no definition of 
"dialing, routing and signaling 
information," the ACLU says this 
means they even would "apply law- 
enforcement efforts to determine 
what Websites a person visits." The 
police need only certify the 




information they are in search of is 
"relevant to an ongoing criminal 
investigation." 

This does not meet 
probable-cause standards — that a 
crime has occurred, is occurring or 
will occur. Furthermore, regardless 
of whether a judge believes the 
request is without merit, the order 
must be given to the requesting 
law-enforcement agency, a veritable 
rubber stamp and potential carte 
blanche for fishing exhibitions. 

And these are just a few of 
the provisions and problems. While 
critics doubt it will help in the 
tracking of would-be terrorists, the 
certainty is that homes and places of 
business will be searched without 
prior notice. 

And telephone and Internet 
communications will be recorded 
and shared among law-enforcement 
and intelligence agencies, all in the 
name of making America safe from 
terrorism. 

Jihad (Holy VJa r) 

The Islamic Invasion 

The Hadith reveals that 
Muhammad wanted his religion to 
be spread primarily by the sword. It 
is filled with commands to make war 
upon non-Muslims in order to force 
them to embrace Islam. Jihad was 
so important to Muhammad that he 
made it the second most important 
deed in Islam. 

Allah's apostle was asked, 
"What is the best deed?” He replied, 
'To believe in Allah and his apostle." 
The questioner then asked, "What is 
the next (in goodness)?" He replied, 
'To participate in Jihad fighting in 
Allah's cause." (Vol. 1, No. 25) 

A brief summary on 
Muhammad's teachings on Jihad 
should be informative to Westerners. 
The translator of the Hadith, Dr. 
Muhammad Muhsin Kban, wrote an 
introduction to the Hadith which 
included a discourse on the subject 
of Jihad by Sheikh Abdullah bin 
Muhammad bin Hamid (Sacred 
Mosque of of Mecca, Saudi Arabia, 
Vol. 1, pgs. xxii-xl). 

This is the most frank 
Muslim discussion of Jihad we have 
ever read. It does not deny or play 
down Muhammad's demand that 
Muslims must force Jews, Christians, 
and pagans to either embrace Islam 
or submit to political and financial 
suppression. Indeed, it tries to 
stimulate and motivate Muslims to 
engage in Jihad today. 


According to Sheikh 
Abdullah bin Muhammad bin Hamid, 
Muhammad "commanded the 
Muslims to fight against all the 
pagans as well as against the people 
of the scriptures (Jews and 
Christians) if they do not embrace 
Islam, until they pay the Jizya (a tax 
levied on Jews and Christians who 
do not embrace Isalm)" (p. xxiv). 

Jihad thus employs several 
different methods: 

1. Jihad of the sword 

People are to be either 
converted or subdued through the 
violence of military force (Vol. 1, p. 
27). Muhammad said, "I have been 
ordered to fight against the people 
until they testify that none has the 
right to be worshipped but Allah and 
that Muhammad is Allah's prophet, 
and offer prayers and give obligatory 
charity, so if they perform all that, 
then they save their lives and 
property" (Vol. 1, no. 6). 

In Vol. 3, no. 495 we read, 
"Allah made the prophet wealthy 
through conquests." When a Muslim 
murdered someone during a Jihad, 
he got to take the man's property. 
The Prophet said, "Whoever has 
killed an enemy and has proof of 
that, will possess the spoils" (Vol. 4, 
no. 370) 

This is the driving force behind 
Muslim violence in Africa today. In 
such countries as Nigeria and Sudan, 
hundreds of thousands of Christians 
and pagans have been brutally 
slaughtered or enslaved in the name 
of Jihad because they would not 
convert to Islam. 

"Our Prophet, the Messenger of 
our Lord, has ordered us to fight 
you till you worship Allah alone or 
givejizya" (Vol. 4, no. 386). 

2. The Jihad of taxation 

Those who refuse to embrace 

Islam must pay s special tax called 
Al-Jizya (Vol. 4, chap. 21, pgs. 251- 
252). This financial burden 
suppresses non-Muslims and makes 
their life as hard as possible. 

3. The Jihad of financial reward 

In Iraq a free university 

education has been offered to any 
Christian or Jew who will embrace 
Islam. A bounty of $1000 has been 
offered to any South African black 
who will renounce Christianity and 
embrace Islam. They will also be 
paid $500 for any other blacks they 
convert to Islam. 

It has been quite common to tell 
Americans and Europeans that if 
they want to continue to work in the 
oil business in Saudi Arabia, they 


must convert to Islam No church is 
allowed to be built on Saudi soil in 
the attempt to suppress Christian 
worship. 

4. Jihad of fear 

The death penalty is applied to 
anyone who renounces Islam and 
embraces another religion such as 
Christianity. Currently there are 
many Christians being tortured in 
prison in Egypt and other Islamic 
countries whose only crime was to 
convert to Christianity. 

5. Jihad of slavery 

The only place in the world 
where black chattel slavery is 
practiced today is in Muslim 
countries. The London Economist, 
along with many other magazines 
including our booklet "Slavery in 
Islam," reported that the Sudanese 
Muslims are presently capturing and 
then selling black women and 
children of the Dinka Christian tribe 
for as little as $15 a head! 

Even the UN released a 
report on slavery that points out that 
the Muslins are still enslaving 
blacks. This has also been pointed 
out in special editions of Newsweek 
and other large magazines reporting 
on the reality of slavery in the 
Islamic world. 

Non-Muslim women who go 
to Saudi Arabia to work as maids are 
often enslaved by their Muslim 
employers, beaten, and raped at will. 
When they try to escape, the Saudi 
government will not let them leave 
the country but returns them to their 
masters. 

6. Jihad of the courts 

Non-Muslims are denied equal 
access to and equal protection 
before the law because their 
testimony in court is not valid 
against a Muslim (Vol 3, Chap. 31, 
pgs. 525-526). This applies even to 
murder! 

"No Muslim should be killed for 
killing an infidel" (Vol. 4, no. 283; 
Vol. 9, no. 50) 

7. Jihad after death 

A Muslim is to fight on 
(Muhammad's) behalf in his lifetime 
and after his death (Vol 1, chap. 43). 

8. Jihad of Paradise 

Any Muslim who is killed while 
fighting in a Jihad will go straight to 
the sexual pleasures of Paradise 
(Vol. 1, no. 35; Vol. 4, no. 386). 

What does Islam say about 
terrorism? Islam, a religion of 
mercy, does not permit terrorism. 
The Qur'an states, "God does not 
forbid you from showing kindness 
and dealing justly with those who 




have not fought you about religion 
and have not driven you out of your 
homes. God loves just dealers." 
(Qur'an 60:8) 

Battle Cry Sounding, 

2001 

Ed.: While we don't believe for a 
minute that American Muslims 
would impose any of the 8-step 
Jihad program on the rest of us it 
wouldn't hurt to sound them out 
politely point by point on each of the 
eight Jihads. The Feds have been 
waging war against American 
freedoms at least since the Alien and 
Sedition Acts (1798) and so have 
pretty well perfected some jihad 
tactics already: the sword (by 

knowingly permitting Pearl Harbor to 
be bombed; see Day of Deception by 
Robert B. Stinnett); taxation 
(withholding and the 16 th 
Amendment); financial reward (paid 
informants) etc. We surely don't 
need another layer of tyranny 
imposed by religious fanatics.

The Orwellian Evil of 
'Reasonable 1 Gun Laws 

Even though gun sales are 
booming the fact is gun rights are in 
retreat. We submit quietly these 
days to regulations that would have 
horrified our parents' generation. 

Instead of gloating, we 
should be soul-searching, 
rethinking our basic assumptions 
about what constitutes a 
"reasonable" gun law. 

Take FBI background 
checks. Why exactly do we check 
prospective gun buyers for criminal 
records? 

Ex-felons such as Leona 
Helmsley and Michael Milken have 
already paid their debt to society. 
Why should they be stripped of their 
right to defend themselves and their 
families from murderers, prowlers 
and rapists? 

"Except in the case of repeat 
violent offenders, a convict who has 
served his time should have his full 
citizenship restored, including the 
right to keep and bear arms," says 
Niger Innis, national spokesman for 
the Congress of Racial Equality 
(CORE). "One of the most profound 
illustrations of this is the story of 
James Byrd." 

Byrd, a black man, was 
dragged to death in Jasper, Texas, in 
1998. Syndicated pundit Deroy 


Murdock suggested in a Jan. 19, 
2001, column that, while hate crime 
laws did nothing for Byrd, a gun 
might have saved him. 

Unfortunately, Murdock's 
proposal was "illegal." Federal law 
prohibited Byrd from owning a gun. 
As a small-time thief and forger, 
Byrd had done time in prison. He 
would have failed his background 
check. 

"If Byrd had had a gun, he 
might have been able to defend 
himself against these animals who 
so viciously killed him," says Innis. 

Another widely popular 
gun-control bromide holds that 
firearms should be kept from the 
"mentally ill." 

But who decides who is 
mentally ill? 

The Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual of Mental 
Disorders (DSM-IV) lists smoking 
and coffee drinking as mental 
illnesses. 

At a Dec. 14, 1999, press 
conference, Surgeon General David 
Satcher announced that 50 million 
Americans were mentally ill and in 
need of treatment. 

That's one in five 

Americans. 

Let's face it. Just about 
anyone can be labeled "mentally ill." 
Government bureaucrats nosing 
through our medical files will soon 
have the power to revoke our 
constitutional liberties on almost 
any pretext. 

In the name of "gun 

control," our country is being 

transformed into an Orwellian police 
state.

Are Americans Ready to 
Accept a Police State?

Current trends seem to 
suggest that America may not be the 
"land of the free" much longer. In 
the wake of the September 11 
terrorist attacks, our federal 
government seems committed to the 
proposition that freedom is 
expendable if expunged in the name 
of security. 

Even more disturbing is the 
fact that a majority of the American 
people seems fine with the idea. 

Fox News recently reported, 
"A handful of U.S. senators and 
some in the Bush administration are 
calling for changes in a 150-year- 
old statute, known as the Posse 
Comitatus Act, that keeps the 
military out of the business of 
domestic laws enforcement." 

The Posse Comitatus Act 
became law in 1878 in order to end 
military occupation of the 
Reconstruction-era South. It states, 
"Whoever, except in cases and under 
circumstances expressly authorized 
by the Constitution or Act of 
Congress, willfully uses any part of 
the Army as a posse comitatus or 




otherwise to execute the laws shall 
be fined under this title or 
imprisoned not more than two years, 
or both." 

However, both Republicans 
and Democrats appear ready to 
amend or scrap Posse Comitatus to 
allow the U.S. military to engage 
American citizens. 

Georgia Democrat, Max 
Cleland, said, "We've got to figure 
out a new Posse Comitatus that 
allows the Department of Defense to 
step forward and defend America." 
Virginia Republican, John Warner, in 
a letter to the Secretary of Defense 
asked him to "re-examine military 
doctrines to enable our active duty 
military to more fully join other 
domestic assets in the war against 
terrorism." 

Of course the deployment of 
armed federal troops used for drug 
interdiction along the U.S.-Mexico 
border has met with disaster. 

In 1997, a Marine corporal 
on a drug surveillance patrol shot 
and killed an 18-year-old goat 
herder in the Texas desert about 
200 miles southeast of El Paso. A 
Marine inquiry determined its 
personnel were not adequately 
trained for the mission. Soon 
afterward, such patrols ended. 

Using military forces for 
domestic law enforcement was 
anathema to America's Founding 
Fathers. Subsequent generations of 
Americans, likewise, found the idea 
repulsive - but such is not the case 
today. [The true posse comitatus, 
known as the posse when called 
forth by the sheriff, is a subset of 
the militia - Ed.] 

International Judicial 
Immunity 

On the subject of judges 
protecting judges, there was a very 
well researched report on German 
television several years ago 
concerning the judges of the 
Volksgericht during the Nazi period. 
According to the report, the 
Nuremberg trials sent many 
members of the German government 
to jail or execution, but not a single 


judge of the Volksgericht that wrote 
the execution orders for thousands 
of victims was convicted let alone 
brought to trial. 

Remember, the Nuremberg 
trials were presided over mainly or 
entirely by American judges. The 
chief prosecutor for the United 
States 

was none other than 
Supreme Court Justice Robert H. 
Jackson. 

After the war, there were 
some interesting court verdicts. 
One woman had turned in a Jewish 
neighbor, who was presumably 
executed. She received a cash 
reward. After the war, the woman 
was brought to trial and convicted. 
The reward was confiscated, and she 
was also convicted of a criminal 
charge. Her defense was that she 
had turned her neighbor over to the 
Volksgericht, where she would have 
received a fair trial. 

The prosecution 

successfully argued that everyone 
knew or should have known that the 
judges were simply rubber stamping 
all of the demands of the 
government for summary execution, 
and no fair trial before them was 
possible. 

Meanwhile, a civil action was 
brought against the judges of a 
Volksgericht by a Fransciscan priest, 
who had been sentenced to death by 
them for anti-Nazi activities. A few 
hours before he was to be executed, 
the American army liberated the 
prison, and he was freed. His suit 
against the judges failed, and he 
was charged with the court costs. 

The ruling was that the 
judges had done their duty and 
given him a fair trial under the 
existing laws. 

The documentary compared 
these two cases, showing that in the 
one against an ordinary citizen, the 
judges were assumed to be guilty of 
sentencing people to death without 
any justification as a matter of 
course, while in the one against the 
judges themselves, other judges 
would simply refuse to find them 
guilty. 


The documentary went on to 
show how the judges on this 
infamous court successfully 
continued their careers after the war 
without any difficulty, both in East 
and West Germany. 

The question arises how the 
American judges who were 
responsible for the Nuremberg trials 
succeeded in protecting their foreign 
colleagues while prosecuting 
everyone else. Is it reasonable to 
believe that American judges would 
take any action against an American 
colleague after showing so much 
consideration to members of their 
profession working for infamous 
regimes? 

Jefferson on Judges 

'You seem...to consider the 
judges as the ultimate arbiters of all 
Constitutional questions: a very 
dangerous doctrine indeed, and one, 
which would place us under the 
despotism of an oligarchy. Our 
judges are as honest as other men, 
and not more so. They have, with 
others, the same passions for party, 
for power, and the privilege of their 
corps. ...And their power (is) the 
more dangerous, as they are in 
office for life and not responsible, as 
the other functionaries are, to the 
elective control. The Constitution 
has erected no such single tribunal, 
knowing that to whatever hands 
confided, with the corruptions of 
time and party, its members would 
become despots." 
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
